PLAN FOR 
INDUSTRY 


Tho plan announced by Sir 
Stafford Cripps for marshell- 
ing Britain’s industrial re- 
sources reveals a- constructive 
imagination that should com- 
mend itself to all shades of po- 
litical opinion. His scheme, 
roughly, is to set up what he 
.erms working parties in all 
major industries, composed of 
employer, employee and jn- 
dependent elements, entrusted 
with the task of exploring 
existing systems of production 
and distribution, investigating 
the weaknesses, and making re- 
commendations designed to 
bring the industTy up to the 
highest possible point of effi- 
ciency. Nationalisation ideas 
are abandoned, at least during 
the lifetime of the present Par- 
liament. Five important — in- 
dustries have been selected for 
the first adventures into this 
promising field, but others are 
to be included as the experi- 
ment in planning proceeds. The 
-need for war against waste and 
inefficiency is recognised on. all 
sides. , Just as it is essential to 
see that no established inter- 
est, whether of employers or 
trade unions are permilted to 
impede technical and manaycr- 
ial revolutions in trade which 
modern necessity dictates. The 
task is to make the most of the 
nation’s physical and human re- 
sources by conscious and calcu- 
lated partnership between the 
organising power of tho com- 
munity and the entorprising 
yigour of the people; individual 
and corporate,- so ,that the 
amount and distribution of the 
national wealth may steadily 
advance. Poverty and inequity 
must be eliminated not by doles 
_but by ao practical policy aiming 
at maintenance of full employ- 
ment. There are no short cuts 
to the better life. Nationalisa- 
tion of the Bank of England 
may well provide a vital .men- 
sure of control at a crucial 
point in the national economy. 
But there are tio devices casy 
at hand which permit the Go- 
vernment to avoid the complex 
processes involved in the re- 
construction of industry; which 
is o paramount obligation if 
Britain ig to emerge renewed 
from the coming critical’ years. 
The responsibilities thrust upon 
the shoulders of Sir Stafford 
Cripps are heavy, but his first 
essays in meeting them are dis- 
tinctly encouraging, ., ;

.. Interviewed --..by—the—“China 
Mail” yestorday, Mr, Anderson 
was reluctant to talk shout. his 
experiences in the hands of the 
Japanese Gendarmerie and Pri- 
son authorities, but from an- 
other. resident, imprisoned ‘at 
the sate time, it was learned 
that, in spite of the attendant 
risk, he still kept it constant 
touch with the outside . world 
-while in Prison and was able to 
keep his fellow prisoners in- 
formed of favourable war rx- 
ports that regularly filtered 
through to Mr. Anderson. : 

His cheerfulness and optim- 
ism at all times, and particular- 
ly during the darkest pericd ve- 
fore and at tha mass “trial” in 
October 1948, was an invigorut. 
ing tonic, His concern for his 
fellow prisoners and his many 
kindnesses will long be remem, 
bered. . 

Asked whether it waa truc that 
he actually received o message 
from Canada while in Stanley 
Gaol, Mr. Anderson replicd that 
it was so and that ho had, since 
his release, sent to Kngland the 
original air mail covers, addressed 
by his wife to. friend in Free 
China. 

His first message from Hong 
Kong was relayed by ao Chinese 
friend who sent it to Free China 
and from there it was forwarde 
under air mail cover addressed to 
the “Postmaster General, Van- 
couver, Washington, U.S.A.” (The 
friend had lost Mrs. Anderson's 
nddress) with o covering note to 
trace and pass to Mrs. Anderson, 
who duly received the letter_and 
replied to the sender in Free 
China. 

In these communications bo- 
tween Hong Kong and Free China 
Mr. Anderson was known by and 
always referred to, as “Ngai 


Kung”. 
CAMP ARREST 

Mr. Anderson who, soon after 
his internment in Stanley, was 
appointed Camp Quartermaster 
for all communities and played a 
leading role in organizing -the 
‘handling of rations and’ stores 
sent into.the Camp, was taken 
into custody by the Gendarmerie 
on June 28, 1948. He was, after 
interrogation at Gendarmerie 
Headquarters, taken 
monly kno t as: “Gendarmes) 
Hall in Stanley Prison where ho 
was interrogated and tortured. 
It was not until some two months‘ 
after that he was handed over to 
the, Prison Authorities to pwait 
trial by Court-martial. z 

This transfer meant a cell 
“B” Hall which housed all remand 
risonors. On the’ morning of 

ctober 10, 1943, Mr. Anderson 
together with forty-one other pri- 
soners composed of Europeans, 
Chinese, Indians and Portuguese 
Nationals were “tried.” ; 

; TRIAL FARCE ’ 

Accused were not allowed any 
defence or to answer the charges 
alleged against them, nor were 
the Court proceedings interproted 
to them. Mir. Anderson’s_ party 
of 27 were merely told at the end

Tho remainder of the par!
